TAKING THE MEMORIAL HANDICAP. 

Blind Baegago Runs a Good Race — Old Koenig 
Wins but in a Strenuous Finish with Ellison 
— Favorites ProvA Failures.

the speed of ('halmi'rs went to the ere<tit of .1. S. 
Hawkins and Co. Itliiid ItaggaKe was liis eIo.sest 
pursuer for the entire raee and Is-o Sk(diiy sue- 
<-eeded in outstayiii); Kieuro for third money. The 
winner showed «‘Xtrenie spwd from the start and 
••overed the first lialf mile in 4t>Mi, over a eoarse 
tliut eould not lie designated as better than slow. 
In the last eighth he was tiring somewhat and 
Blind Baggage made a valiant attempt to over- 
haul him, hut the finishing line was too near to 
aeeomplisli the task. Gipsey George and Chalmers 
acted hadl.v at the laist and delayed the start of 
the raee for some time. 

Clad weather prevailed this afteriuKin and a 
splendid crowd was on hand. The track, as a re- 
sult of last night’s seveia* storm, was in .a had 
w^i.v for the o|M>ning dashes, hnt eonst.-intly im- 
jiroved under the work of the harrows until it was 
in fnirl.v gisal condition at the end of tiie day. 

Sp«*eulation showed a substantial increase over the 
o|iening <lay. hut la-ttors did not fare extra well, 
as many of tlie favorites were la-aten. Trices 
against the winners were extra liN-ral as a result. 

The W. H. Baker cstaldishment contributed two 
of the Is-atcn favorites in Walter II. Tearci* and 
Hot Todd.v. The former might have won but for 
his lunging at the harrier, which caught jm-key 
Gfsise unawnre as the harrier was releas«*d :ind 
almost unseated him. He succeeded in lauding 
third to S<d Gilsey and Cheer Is'ader. Hot Todd.v 
became involved in a jam on the first turn and 
failed to nice to a place. Miss Jazlio winning after 
a hard drive witli Sweet Helen. 

Bill.v Joe ami Sosius were the choices for the 
sci-ond. hut Isrth succnmlsHl to Brizz. which led all 
the way. After the finish he was advanced from 
an enten'd pri«-e of ^7(t0 to and retained. 

J. Henry did the hidiling. 

Frank J. Nolan’s Old Koiuiig had a narrow es- 
ca|K> from defeat, as an odds-on favorite for the 
fifth rail'. Ellison offering him stuhlsirn contention 
through the stretch aujl it took T. McTaggart’s 
best Wltnts to Pimt' the Beverwyck Stable’s repre- 
sentative a winner. 

Colonel Venule finished in third place, after hav- 
ing closed an immense amount of ground. Old 
Koenig was the first favorite to win during tiie 
afteriuKin. 

Water Witch was worked a mile and a ipiarter 
trial after the tliird race, in preparation for lier 
start in the Kentuck.v llandu-ap next Saturda.v, and 
she went the distanci' in l.’;09, a smart iH'rformaiice 
over the slow <-ourse.

Flying Feet Proves Victor in the Chief Race of the 
Day — Blue Bonnets’ Stand Ready. 



Montreal, Que., May 30. — The races at Dorvnl 
Park tills afternoon wen* run over a deep and 
lieav.v track. A st«*ad.v <lowii|Miur. which fell all 
night anil this morning, ruined all chams-s for a 
giKxl track in the next few da.vs. Small fields 
ruled, but they were well matched and inten*sting 
finishes n*snltcd. .V majority of the races were 
Kclling affairs at short distances. 

The feature was a dash of a mile, run as the 
fifth rail*, which brought out a field of seven. 
It was the lK*st la-tting race of the afternisin, with 
I.utlier, a recent arrival from Jamaica, ruling a 
hot favorite. H. G. Bedwell furnished the winner 
in his gmsl mud runner Flying Fis*t, which came 
from lK*hind while rounding the far turn to win 
«*asll.v by a couide of lengths from 'I'ito. The lat- 
ter was ridden b.v I/cnsor. It was the lad’s second 
mount and. considering the lieavj- going, he rode a 
really gisal race. 

Sevi*ral stabl<*s arrived at Blue Bonnets this 
morning from Toronto. .\mong them were the 
horses owned b.v Dr. J. S. Tyns*. I’aiil Towers, 
tieorge M. Ilendrie and E. W. M'wre. All shipiK*d 
well. 

'I’iie grandstand at Itlue Bonnets has ,ls-en com- 
pleted and is read.v for the o[H*ning. It is a con- 
cr<*te structure, somewhat longer than the old 
stand. 'I’he course jiresenls a lieautiful appearance. 
Much attention has 1 h*cu paid to the infield .mil the 
steeple .hase races there this spring should jirove 
strung a tt. "act ions. 

H. B. Dealey, whose .\sk Ma was claimed out 
of a claiming r.ice at Wisidbine by 11. G. Bed- 
well. purchased the iilater Alhena from George Tliil- 
lips this morning.

New York. May 30. — It is estimated that 40,000 
patnins of racing visited Belmont Tark tisla.v. In 
the first place it was a holiday and secondly tlie 
famous Suburban was to Ik* decided. 'I’liere is no 
qiM*stion alKiiB the growing )Hi]iularit.y of horse 
racing in tliis s»*ction. 'Tlie cntliusiasm displayed 
as till* liorses finished fnrnisIiiHl a sufficient guaran- 
tee of that. It was deplored that Roamer did not 
go to the iKist to i-ontest this gr**at race, but those 
who were at the track early enough saw this won- 
derful Inirse work a mile and a quarter in 2:06 in 
proparation for the Kentuck.v Handicap. It was a 
giMid |K*rformance and showed that the chaiiipion 
has fnll.v n*coven*d from his winter sickness and 
i.s trained to the hour for tiie valiialile Kentu<*ky 
race to Ik* run next Saturday. It was announecd 
Iliac lie would b‘* sliipp<*<l to iKiuisville tomorrow. 
The fraetionals of the trial were as Lillows: 12,

'Pile track had dried out well after being on the 
slow side yestenla.v, lint was not in its fastest 
I'onililion and, wliile the field for the Suburban 
was light, it was rich in ipiality owing to the 
pn*seiM*e of StroiiilKili, The Finn, Sharpshooter and 
Sliort Grass. Tlu*se four would have provided a 
gixMl contest had there lK*en no others. There 
were liuf six starters in the Saliurliaii, Grumpy 
lM*iiig withilrawii. Every one of tin* six liad more 
or less support, with Stromliiili ruling favorite. 
On n*<*ent work Sharpshooter had a following. Mr. 
Relniont’s pair wen* in the greatest demand, the 
supiKisition lieing that 'Plic Finn would not Ik* cap- 
able of giving Stromholi seven iiounds, according 
to the s«*ale. 

There was quite a little money for Short Grass. 
Emil Herz told all who questioned him he tlioiiglit 
Ills imiiorted horse M-ould give a giKid account of 
himself. IlaiilM-rk had lK*en tried in the Metro- 
IHilitan and found wanting. hem*e he had the least 
backing among the siK*cnlators. If appearances 
were an.v criterion every horse was ready to rai*e. 
'i'hey were fined down to a nicety and their pre- 
liminary canters pleased the crowil. 

When the start was made after .a brief delay 
Sharpshooter showwl in front, but lie was soon 
passed b.v lIaiilH*rk. wliieii was iH>rniitted to t:ike 
a length’s advantage on Stromboli. Sharpshooter 
and Friar Rm-k. the tlin*e latter being heads apart 
and several lengths in front of 'Phe Finn and Short 
Grass, 'i'hese isisitiiins wen* maint:iiued until near- 
ing the lioiiic turn, wliere Garner, feeling the pace 
was too slow for Friar Roc*k. called on him anil 
lie went to the front in less 111*111 a sixteenth of a 
mile, followed by StrouilMili. .\t this point Uau- 
lK*rk n*tired. Kk illd''Stiari>shootPr.~ As the Irome 
liirn was made The Finn and Short Grass moved 
up, but the weight on The Finn told its tale and 
he made little headway. Not so witli Short Grass, 
wliicli passi*d the tiring horses qnickl.v and, over- 
taking StroiiilKili, went after Friar Rock, but it 
was a futile elTort. for Friar Rock won easily. A 
surprising featun* of the rai*e was the disaiqioint- 
ing showing of StroiiilKili. He failed to display his 
ii.stial s|K*ed and tired badly in the last quarter of 
a mile. 

Basil, from tlie Wicklilfe Stable, started the 
tali*nt off iiuspieiously when he came home an eas} 
winner after lK*ing iieavily backed. He took tin 
lead sliortl.v after tlie start and was never menaced. 
The withdrawal of True as Steel left I’resiimption 
tlie best in the three-lnir.se raee that was carded 
next and he won nnextended after going to the 
IHist at a priiliihitive pri(*e. 

Hanson, essaying his first start of the year, 
made good in the third, a higliwcight handicap, 
in which hi* w;is in receipt of weight from liotli 
I'crariicU and Miss Tiizzle, the onl.v otlirr starters. 
This r.*u*e n*siiltcd in the first claim of foul of the 
nii*«*ting. For some time tlie sti'wards <iucstion«*d 
the jockeys in the paililock, instead of in the stew- 
ards stand as formerly. Tlie claim of foul was not 
allowed. 

Brentwood defeated Marcellinns in the Interna- 
tiiinal Sti“<*plecliase after the most thrilling race 
thriiugli the field seen in many a day. 'riie two 
liorses honked up on tin* final turn of the field 
and rail head and head until the finish, where tin 
weiglit told on Marcellinns and Brentwood won by a 
safe margin. 

JIalachitc, at odds on made good in the final 
over Tan Maid. 

T. C. (biinpbell, steward of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association of New Orleans, was an in- 
terested visitor tiMlay and Jolin Mursliall of Charles- 
tnn. S. C., one of the iiromoters of the racing as- 
.siH-iation in that cit.v, was also an arrival. 

TiKiay’s atteiidanci*, it is estimated, was larger 
than that of last Dccoratiuii da.v, wliieli was the 
largest crowd seen at the races last year about 
New York. 

Slmnlier II. ami I’rince Henry, from the J. O. 
'PallKitt stable, liave IkiUi gone amiss and will not 
Ik* si*ei; uiHer colors for some time. 

'Phe Biibiirban Handicap next year will have a 
miicli greater value than this year. Mr. Belmnnt, 
siieaking this aflermioii, stated that J(!5,000 would 
lie added and that the declaration and starting 
fees would lie tiiucli greater. Mr. Belmont also 
declan*d that the crowd that journeyed to the 
isuirse this afternoiui, was one of the greatest 
that he has had the pleasure of seeing on any 
American race track. 

“It was, wifliiuit a doubt, tlie greatest assemblage 
in quality that I have liaii the pleasure of seeing 
at a race tr;ick,’’ lie continued, “and now that 
the public have taken a great inten*st in the run- 
ning of the Suburban Haiidicup, we intend to make 
it a gninil race. When wc tmik this stake over 
from the Coney Island Joi-key Club we were in doubt 
as to how it would lie re<a*ivcd and tiKlay’s iic- 
i*t*ptancc by the imblic has shown us how iKiimlar 
an institution it really is.”

LESS THAN 2,000 FOALS KEGISTEKED. 

New York. May 30. — On the surfai*e it would ap- 
pi*ar tliat race horses arc plentiful in this coiintr.v. 
'This is not u fact, according to ilr. W. 11. Rowe, 



who conducts the registration department of the 
Jockey (’lull. In debating on the ipiestion Mr. 
Powers drew attention to the fact tliat less than 
2.000 horses were registered with Mr. Rowe during 
1915. “In normal years,” said Mr. Powers, “there 
were iisiially niore than 4.000 ri'gistrations. Mr. 
Rowe i*aii testify to these figures. Iieeause I lost the 
priee of a hat liy iK'tting with him there would be 
more than 2.flo0. Tlie impression has gained a foot- 
IiiiM that this coiintr.v is now flooded with horses, 
owing to tlie importations. Such is not the case. 
Horses arc searci* and will be for the next few 
years: in fact, with all the recent arrlyals from 
aliriiad it will take from five to seven years to re- 
plenish the stoek of this i*ountry. There is one 
thing, however, the quality of the thoroiighbreil will 
no lioubt be improvi'il by the infusion of the new 
blood which lias come from abroad. The crusade 
against the sport eight years ago will eventually he 
of great benefit in the end. Future generatinos will 
profit dei*idedl.v by the tearing apart of so many 
breeding establisliineiits and the culling out of the 
old and gradually depreciating blood of the Ameri- 
can tliiiriiuglihrcd. which was iH'ginning to show 
itself a decade ago as a result of indiscriminate 
bri'ediiig in siiiiie of the smaller establishments. 
From now on there will be decided improvement in 
the horses raised in this i*ountry, or the predictions 
of everyone will go astray. It can hardly be other- 
wise, when nearly 3(K) English and French-bred 
liorses are to be mixed with the best and most 
famous sires uud matrons in this country.”

Crimper, the top-priee horse of the Dnryea sale, 
is now ill the stalile of W. P. Burch in charge of 
trainer Brooks. He has few engagements now, only 
lieing in tlie Saratoga Clip and Travers Stakes at 
Saratoga. The stakes to close for autumn racing 
will afford other opiKirtunities for this fine eolt. 

A request uixin the San Diego city council to pass 
an ordinance whieli would prohibit any publicity 
being given to the races at the Tijuana, Mexico, 
track, just across tlie border, is contained in a 
resolution adopted by the directors of the Panama - 
California International Exposition, now open at 
San Diego, Cal.
